Dear Mr. Weisbergs 

Having Just returned from Washington this afternoon, I 
thought you might be interested to know how I made out* 

As far as my theory about CE-III, I was not successful 
but then, I was not able to study all of the material 
that I wanted to either. I did see the original book 
and the only other feature I was not aware of was a 
Russian word on page 39 which had been underlined with 
blue ink from a ball-point pen. The word O 6 1 I C K, 
according to my Russian dictionary means Search. It 
may be that this word may be some sort of KEY but X 
can not be certain at this time. After positioning the 
holes in a Xerox copy of page 152, I used it as an over- 
lay on the original Oswald letters designated as CE-775* 
779* 780 and 782 but was unable to line up any random 
letters with it. I alee studied these letters to see 
if the writer had used any excessive pressure on any 
of the letters or if any of them were bunched or above 
or below the normal line of script. Except for several 
instances where the writer seemed to have corrected an 
error in spelling, the results were negative. 

With regards to CE-1974 and the suspects reported in it, 

I obtained interviews with Mr. Dudley H. Chapman of the 
Department of Justice ( Room 5215) 23 Jhly and with 

Special Agent " 0*Bern" of the FBI ( Room 4706) on 30 July. 
Both of these individuals made it very clear that as far 
as the Bureau and the Department are concerned, the case 
is closed and would only be re-opened by ah Executive 
order. Mr. O' Bern stated that the FBI did not double 
check the work of the Dallas Police Department and only 
undertook Investigations upon the bequest of the Warren 
Commission. 

While I was at the National Archives I viewed the reel 
containing the Zapruder, Nix and Muchmore film segments 
along with the five boxes of slides made from the Archives 
copy of the Zapruder film. While I would have to agree 
with you that the forces acting on the President follow- 
ing Frame 313 indicate a hit from the right front,

the following frames did not reveal any blast ;ef feet at 
the rear of the head nor could I find any evidence of a 
wound in the occipital region in contrast to the massive 
wound shown in the right temporal area. Do you have an 
opinion on this? 

In response to our telephone conversation about the Willis 
pictures, I went to the Archives and examined the prints 
and slides of Mr. Willis that they have on file and I have 
just studied a set which I purchased from Mr. Willis last 
year. In both instances, it seems to me that my Willis 
No. 5 looks the same as the Willis No. 5 at the Archives. 

I- have noticed that in My Willis No. 6, there seems to 
be a black and red locomotive engine moving from right 
to left on the overpass, while it is not present in Frames 
No. 5 and 7. In addition, there seems to lie a figure 
located behind a low white wall running from the pravilliom 
towards the street and this figure is not at that position 
in No. 6 although it is quite obvious in No. 5« Perhaps 
I could not regognlase the * doctoring* due to my ignorance 
of photographic technique and if you have time, I would 
like to hear more on this subject. 

I would very much appreciate copies of the arrest records 
you wrote of in you letter of 19 July. If any of your 
friends have any more ideas about CE-III I would like to 
be advised of that also.
